Some of those who heard the reports. of 

the weapon ran to the glass door which

Mr. J. T. Maxey, who was in the saloon, 
ran around to the front door of the whole- 
sale store and was the first person to reach 
Policeman Ponder. The officer asked him 
to help him, and he did =o, 
laying him upon the floor. The 
blood was gushing from a wound in 
the breast, and Mr. Maxey saw that the 
policeman was desperately wounded. He 
ran to the door and called for assistance. 
When he returned he found the policeman 
unconscious and speechless. He had died 
without being able to say one word which 
would throw any light upon the murder. 

But there was one eye witness to a part 
of the shooting, and he did not delay to 
tell the officers and detectives all he knew 
about the affair. That witness was Mr. W. 
C. Dorsey, who is the superintendent ot 
the Excelsior laundry, which has offices 
Opposite the alley which is in the rear of 
the store in which the shooting took place. 

Mr. Dorsey was in the office upstairs 
When one of the girls employed in the 
laundry ran to him and exclaimed: 

“Somebody is getting shot in the alley.”

back toward the front of the store, and 
feeling that his life’s blood was ebbing 
away, hastened to seek the aid of those 
who were the nearest to him. 
In five minutes, or less time than that, 
after he’ was shot he was dead. . 
Before the life left his body the Grady 
hospital ambulance was telephoned for, 
but when it arrived the officer had breath- 
ed his last. , 
The news was sent to the police bar- 
racks, and Captain Thompson, Captain 
Slaughter, of the detective bureau, Ser- 
geant Poole, Sergeant Abbott and several 
detectives and patrolmen went to the scene 
of the tragedy. Police Commissioners 
Johnson, Branan and Brotherton were also 
present. 


Scene at the ‘Store. 

Lying upon his back ia a pool of blood, 
and with the blood flowing from his 
mouth and nose, the dead officer lay a 
victim of the foulest assassination which 
could. befall one who was defending the 
life and property of his fellowmen. 

Outside in the street a greai concourse 
of people gathered, all trying to satisfy 
a morbid curiosity to view the dead body: 
and others crowded into the saloon and 
peered through the glass door. 

Inside the store the officers and coroner 
were holding mysterious and secret tnter- 
views with all whom they thought might 
throw any light upon the murder. : 

The first pool of bio0d was discovered 
in the rear of the store, and about fifteen 
feet from the back door. Near the ol 
of crimson was a large blackboard, a it 
was pierced tn two places by pistol balls, 
one going from the rear of the store to the 
front, and the other in the opposite direc- 
tion. These were all the signs of any plstol 
shots which could be located las® night. 

An inspection of the store by the officers 
resulted in the finding of a screwdriver, 
a hammer and a bunch of keys. The keys 
had a number upon an insurance tag, and 
by these keys the officers at once decided 
they could locate the murderer. The keys 
were picked up near the back door, and 
the other articles were found on the 
desk in the front office. 
Detectives Make Arrests. 

In the hands of the detectives the keys 
were placed, and with them it was not 
long before a conclusion had been reached 
which led to the arrests of a number of 
persons. 

The arrests which followed made a sen- 
sation which was almost as astounding 
as the tragedy itself, for among the par- 
tles who were held were Mr. Louis 
Steinau, Julius Simon and Walter O’Quinn. 
three well-known white men, and Charles 
Shropshire, Charles Strickland and David 
Crockett. three negroes. 

An hour after the crime the police com- 
missioners were all at the police barracks, 
the regular meeting for last night having 
been adjourned. 

The body af the dead man was removed 
to the undertaking establishment of Mey- 
ers & Co., and the scene of excitement was 
removed from the store to the police bar- 
racks. Besides the police commissioners 
there were several prominent citizens 
present, having come on account of the 
arrests. 

The officers were holding all sorts of se- 
cret talks in all the private offices, and or- 
ders were being sent for carriages, cabs 
and bicycle messengers. Just such a 
state of intense excitement was never wit- 
nessed at the barracks before in the his- 
tory of the city. 


Witnesses Tell of the Shootiuz. 

While the officers were looking for the 
man they so badly wanted, the people 
were clamoring for the news of the kill- 
irg, and the two men who were svught 
after and who had to tell their stories over 
and over were W. CC. Dorsey and J. T. 
Maxey. : 

To a reporter of The Constitution, Dor- 
sey, the only eye witness of the _ shoot- 
ing, told the following story: 

“T was sitting in the office of the Excel- 
sior laundry writing, when one of the 
girls employed by us ran to me and said 
there was some one shooting in the alley. 
The alley runs between our building and 
the one occupied by Steinau as a whole- 
sale liquor house. I ran te the window 
and was in time to see a small white man 
stumble over a beer keg and fall out of 
the rear door of the wholesale liquor house. 
When he arose to his feet he turned, 
started back to the door, and as he did so 
he fired at a man who was inside the 
place. 

“T think the man in the alley must have 
shot two or ‘three times, I cannot say ex-

THEODORE DURRANT MUST HANG 


United States Supreme Court Refused 
Writ of Habeas Corpus. 
Washington, November 8.—The United 
States supreme court today affirmed the 
decision of the circuit court of California, 
refusing a writ of habeas corpus to William 
Henry Theodore Durrant. under sentence 
of death for the murder of Miss Blanche 
Lamont, in San Francisco. in April, 1895. 


The case has attracted attention through- 
out the whole of the United States, and 
today’s decision permits the law to take 
its course with the condemnation. 

Chief Justice Fuller announced the court's 
conclusion but made no remarks in doing 
go. save to cite a few authorities on which 
the court based its decision.

Death of Officer Ponder. 

The account of the death of the mur- 
dered officer, as told by Mr. J. T. Maxey, 
was as follows: 

“T was in the barroom and heard four 
pistol shots in the rear of the store adjoin- 
ing the saloon. In a few minutes after- 
wards I saw a man'at the glass door be- 
tween the two stores and I saw that he 
was very much excited. I also saw that 
there was blood upon his shirt and coat 
and that he was in need of help. 

“T ran around in the street and went 
to him through the front door, When I 
reached his side he said in a whisper: 
‘Help me. I am ruined. I am undone.’ I 
laid him down and ran into the street 
and called for help. When I reached him 
again he was dying and never spoke again. 
He couldn’t have lived more than five min- 
utes after he was shot.’’ 


Family Hears the Sad News. 

Amid the confusion at the scene 
of the murder those at the home of the 
dead officer were not forgotten. Captain 
Thompson sent Call Officer Crusselle to 
the home, No. 210 Foundry street, to break 
the terrible news to the wife and chil- 
dren. 

“My God! how can I do it?” exclaimed 
the officer as he mounted his horse and 
rode upon his sad mission. 

Before he reached the house the officer 
inquired and was told that there was a 
boy in the family who was nearly grown. 
He sent a youth in after young Ponder, 
and td him Mr. Crusselle said: 

“My son, I have*bad news to tell you.” 

“Something has happened to my father,”’ 
exclaimed the young man, with the present- 
ment in his mind which is ever with those 
who are near and dear to policemen. 

He was told the dreadful news as gently 
as possible and was requested to g0 with 
the officér to his mother. 

When she saw them coming Mrs. Ponder, 
who is an invalid, exclaimed before a word 
had been told her: 

“IT know something awful has happened. 
Tell me everything quick.” 

To her the tragedy was told which left 
her a widow and her little ones fatherless, 
a story which would forever cast a shadow 
over home and fireside. 

When the call officer returned to the bar- 
racks he said: 

“That was the saddest mission I have 
ever performed.”’ : 

And there were tears in his eyés when he 
spoke. z 

When the body of the dead officer was 
taken to therundertaker’s it was examined 
and two wounds were found. One was in 
the Fight breast and went through the 
right’ lung. and it was this wound which 
caused his death. The other wound was 
on the right side, the ball having struck a 
brush which was in the coat pocket, and, 
after crushing the brush into small bits, 
it passed around the ribs and was found 
in the back of the coat. The ball was given 
to Chief Manly and will form an impor- 
tant link of the evidence. 

Patrolman Hamilton, who helped to lift 
the body when it was taken from the 
store, states that he found the officer’s 
pistol under him, It was cocked and three 
shells had been exploded. One of the cham- 
bers bad no shell at all. 

It is probable that five shots were fired. 
This is the number which Mr. Dorsey says 
he heard, although those ‘who were in 
the barrooms were positive they heard 
only four. Of the five shots the policeman 
fired three and the murderer the other two, 
both of which were aimed well. eee

Political Backers of General Forment- 
ing Agitation in His Behalf. 


ARMY SUPPORTS MOVEMENT 


Big Reception Being Arranged for .Of- 
ficer on Arrival in Madrid. 


CONSERVATIVE PARTY 1S. ATTACKED 


Series of Public Meetings Will Pro- 
- test Against Weyler’s Recail 
from Cuba. 


Madrid, November 8.—Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Weyler’s political backers, supported by 
his influential following in the army, are 
fomenting an agitation on his behalf 
against the government policy and are 
preparing to give him a reception on his 
arrival, which will, if they can bring it 
about, neutralize the critical attitude of 
the Sagasta cabinet. 

Senor Romero Robledo, who is leading the 
agitation, addressed a large meeting of 
conservatives today, at which several sen- 
ators and deputies were present, and made 
a violent attack upon the governing com- 
mittee of the conservative party, whom he 
charged with being responsible for the 
dissention of the party. He eulogized Lieu- 
tenant General Weyler as a military com- 
mander and a civil administrator, and urg- 
ed that “war is the only true policy in 
Cuba.” 

Senor Robledo will go to Corunna to meet 
the general on his arrival on the Mont- 
serrat, Meanwhile, he is organizing a se- 
ries of public meetings to protest against 
the recall of Weyler, the first of which 
will be held tomorrow, and he proposes 4 
reorganization of the conservative party 
upon the basis of the programme of the 
late Senor Canovas del Castillo, as to Cuba 
and the Philippines. 


LEE WILL SAIL WEDNESDAY. 


: — ‘ 
Consul to Cuba Says McKinley Is 
Pleased with His Work. 

New York, November 8.—General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, consu] general at Havana, will 
sail for his post of duty on Wednesday. 
General Lee was reticent today in speak- 
ing of Cuban affairs, but _he referred with 
satisfaction to his interview with President 
McKinley last Friday. 

“It was of course gratifying to me,” 
gaid General Lee, “‘to have the president 
tell me that my course as consul general 
met with his approval. He told’ me that 
he had received letters from representative 
men of all sections who expressed their 
satisfaction at my retention in office. Of 
course I cannot say what my instructions 
are except that I am to look out for the 
rights of American citizens. As to Presi- 
dent McKinley’s wishes, all that I can say 
is that he desires peace.”

BARBER THORN IS 
NOW PAGING A JURY 


Court Begin Tryings To Unravel the 
Guidensuppe Murder. 


TWELVE JURORS ARE SECURED 


Testimony Will Begin in the Supreme 
Court of Queens County Today. 


MRS. WACK HAS NOT BEEN ARRAIGNED 


Prosecution Is of the Opinion That 
the Evidence Is Strongest 
Against the Man. | 


New York, November 8.—The first day of 
the trial of the barber, Martin Thorn, for 
the murder of William Guldensuppe was 
entirely taken up in securing a jury, and 
much to the surprise of all those interested 
the efforts of the lawyers for the prosecu- 
tion and defense were well rewarded, as 
twelve good men and true had been sworn 
to try the case when the hour for adjourn- 
ment was reached. 

The trial began shortly after half-past 9 
o'clock this morning in the Queens county 
courthouse, Long Island City, before Judge 
Wilmot M. Smith, who is presiding at the 
unfinished October term of the criminal 
branch of the supreme court of Queens 
county. District Attorney W. J. Youngs, as- 
sisted by A. N. Weller, and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney George W. Davidson, appear- 
ed for the prosecution, and Lawyers Wil- 
liam F. Howe and Joseph Moss, of the 
firm of Howe & Hummel, had charge of 
the defense of Thorn, to which they had 
been assigned by the authorities of New 
York and Queens county. 

Although Thorn was jointly indicted with 
Mrs. Augusta Nack for the murder, it was 
decided to try them separately and District 
Attorney Youngs made up his mind to try 
Thorn first, as the circumstancial evidence 
on which the people depend for a convic- 
tion is stronger against the man than the 
woman. In case the prosecution fails to 
convict Thorn, it is not unlikely that Mrs. 
Nack may never be brought to trial. 

At an early hour the courthouse of Jack- 
son avenue, in the reag of the county jail, 
was besieged with people anxious to gain 
admission to the courtroom. This room, at 
the utmost, cotld hardly accommodate 300 
reople comfortatly, bu lorg before 93 
o'clock, every seat and availiable point of 
Vantage was occupied. 

The main body of the courtroom, within 
the irclosure, was reserved for the law- 
yers in the case and the newspaper re- 
porters and artists, of which there were 
over three score in attendance. The side 
galleries were also filled with an anxious 
crowd, one of the most prominent onlook- 
ers being Marie Barberi, th® Italian girl 
who, after being sentenced to death for the 
murder of her lover, was acquitted on a 
second ‘ 

This young woman was married a few 
days ago .and today her husband sat be- 
side her, and both of them evinced a very 
keen interest in everything that took place. 

District Attorney Youngs did not expect 
to fill the jury box before Wednesday. but 
both he and the lawyers for the defense 
worked hard and earnestly, without quib- 
bling or wasting a moment, and both sides 
tonight that they had pro-

DELBRIDCE IS 
SCORCHING MAD 


Throws New Light on the Death 
of Thomas J, Delbridge 


CHARLES TALKS QUT FREELY 


Delares His Brother Premeditated Sulclde . 
for Insurance Money. 


ARRANGED HIS AFFAIRS WITH PURPOSE 


Charles Delbridge Returns from New 
York and He Opens the Family 
Skeleton Closet, Telling a 
Startling Story of the 
Death. 


Charles Delbridge, brother of Thomas 
Delbridge, who found a watery grave at 
Lakewood some time ago, returned to At- - 
lanta from New York yesterday afternoon. 
He is exceedingly wrathy about certain 
allegations that have been made against 
him concerning the Delbridge insurance, 
and he gives a startling version of the 
mysterious death of his brother which 
smacks of calmly premeditated suicide for 


insurance money. 

Delbridge makes spicy charges against 
C. W. Motes, the father-in-law of Thomas. , 
Delbridge, and Mary Delbridge, the latter's | 
wife. He says both of these knew of - 
Thomas Delbridge’s intention, and that 
Mr. Motes, knowing this, aided the GAOSERT 
in securing an insurance policy after his 
life had already been insured fora large 
amount; that Tom left certain papers in } 
which he told how the insurance money | 
was to be divided, which have been found ; 
and destroyed. He says he confidently be- § 
lieves his brother suicided just to leave his 
family a sufficient sum for future suste- 
nance and says he has much evidence to 
back his statement. ' 

Moreover, Delbridge claims he is entitled 
to one-fourth of the insurance money by 
virtue of an alleged agreement between 
his brother and himself several months 
before the latter’s death, which he says 
he has not received. He says he compromis- 
ed with Mr. Motes and Mrs. Delbridge, -— 
agreeing to take $5,000 for his claim and 
$5,500 for his father. He says $5,000 of this 
has: been paid, Mr. Motes and Mrs. Del- 
bridge refusing to pay the balance. Del- 
bridge says he is consulting with attor- 
neys, and he threatens to bring suit for 
the remaining $5,300. He talks very freely 
about the facts surrounding his brother’s 
death, claiming he is prompted by the 
belief the truth is better told than untold 
under present conditions. 

Delbridge says he can show that his 
brother had been premeditating suicide 
ever since the failure of the Delbridge 
Paper Company; that he intimated to sev- 
eral parties just before his death he in- 
tended to kill himself. Delbridge brings se- 
Fious charges of attempted fraud against 
Mr. Motes in reference to securing the in- 
surance money. He makes a statement of 
the whole affair which lends additional 
light on the death of the well-known paper 
merchant. 


Intimated Suicide to His Brother. 


“I held a conference with my brother.” 
said Charles conf last night, “just 
before the paper co y failed. He told 
me he would like to Have $60,000 insurance 
on his life and die. He stated he thought 
his family would be better off if he were 
dead. He told me in case anything did 
happen to look after his children and that 
I was to have one-fourth of the insurance 
money. I told him his idea was wrong and 
persuaded him out of it. He also asked me 
if-I did not want to die with him, and 
requested that the insurance money be 
invested in county bonds after his death. I 
also heard him ask an insurance agent if 
his policy contained a suicide clause. Two 
weeks after that he talked with me again 
on the subject and asked me to look after 
his children after he was gone. 

“T left for Texas April 16th. He told me 
goodby affectionately at the train. That 
was the last time I ever saw him alive. I 
had given him $2,000 in money and $833 in 
notes just to help him along because he 
was low-spirited. I was under the impres- 
sion then he had given up the .idea of 
suicide. We organized the Southern Paper 
Company about the middle of April. I 
watched his letters carefully and he seem- 
ed to write cheerfully. The last letter came 
August 26th, only a few days before he 
died, and this was the most cheerful I had 
received. He also spoke of business trans- 
actions after January. 

“I arrived in Atlamta about a week after 
Tom died. Mr. Motes told me brother had 
left a tin box co ming valuable papers 
which I had betté# open and look info by 
myself. I knew must have left some 
last letter giving tions as to the dis- 
posal of the ins nce money. Mrs. Del- 
bridge was with me when I “Gpened the 
box. I took out a Dillhead containing a 
memorandum of the notes I had given Tom, 
the back of which was toward her. She 
asked me if that memorandum about the 
notes was all right. This convinced me she 
already knew the contents of the box, 
having gone through it herself. There was 
no last letter in the box, which I believe 
was found and destroyed. I have no posi- 
tive proof Mrs. Delbridge or her father did 
it. This letter must have stated, however, 
I was to get one-fourth of the insurance 
money. 

“T later found one of Tom's memoran- 
dums on which he had figured the insur- 
ance. The figures were just exactly as he 
had told me he intended to fix the money 
on our first conversation about suicide. 

Intimated Suicide to His Friends. 

“Tom told one of his friends ten days be- 
fore his death he thought h‘s family woud 
be much better off without him; that his 
life was fully insured, and said: ‘This thing 
will happen sooner than you expect. 
Charles will know what to de with the 
money.’ Tom went to another friend the 
day before he died, told him someth'ng was 
going to happen, that he would be left a 
small sum to do a certain thing and bade

Roth the house and the senate yester- 
day furnished sensations in the matter 
of possible legislation. The house passed 
the anti-football bill by an almost unan- 
imous vote, and the senate reconsidered 
the vote by which the prohibitory amend- 
ment to the Bush bill was lost. This leaves 
the entire temperance question in the up- 
per house exactly as it was when the leg- 
jslature met, and the prohibition element 
feels that it has scored a victory. AS a 
matter of fact, the reconsideration simply 
entangles the senate into a further mean- 
ingless discussion, and threatens to seri- 
ously impede whatever legislation comes 
to it from the lower body. 

During its short session the senate was 
occupied only in the consideration of Sen- 
ater Turner's motion for reconsideration, 
and adjournment was taken almost imme- 
diately etter the vote was counted. In the 
house t. i-football bill came up on 
final par and was adopted by a vote 
of @ to & .wMediately afterwards Repre- 
sentative Felder, of Fulton, introduced a 
bill making an attempt to rape punishable 
with the death penalty, and the reading of 
the title of the bill started the house into 
applause. Governor Atk nson urged the pas- 
sage of such a measure in his annual mes- 
sage, and there is little doubt that the Dill 
will be enacted into law at the present 
session. 

The bill presented by Representative 
Knowles, of Fulton, to create a library 
commission failed of final passage owing 
to the absence of many of its supporters. 
Mr. Knowles expla.ned the provisions of 
his bill in a brief but forcible speech, and 
this morning he will move for a recon- 
sideration. There is little doubt that a 
majority of the lower house favors the 
measure, and still less doubt that it is 
favored by every lbrarian in Geurgia. The 
opposition to the -bill is hard to uccount 
for, and it is very probable that, when 
jail the members of the house fully under- 
istand it, the opposition will die altogether. 

Representative Blalock’s bill to pay the 
school teachers of the state the galaries 
due them for the present quarter and to 
authorize the state treasurer to berrow 
$400,000 for that purpose passed in spite 
of the vigorous objection of Mel Branch. 

Chairman Hall, of the penitentiary com- 
mittee, succeeded in having tomorrow 
week fixed for the commencement of the 
debate on the convict question, and gave 
hotice that his committee could not be 
depended upon to frame a bill. A number 
of new bills were introduced, and at 1:30 
o'clock both the house and senate adjourn- 
ed to meet at 10 o’clock this morning. 

Andrew J. Bryan, president of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, with a com- 
mittee of Atlante architects, went before 
the general judiciary committee of the 
house in the afternoon and presented a 


a 
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bill to regulate the practice of arch'tecture 
in the state of Georgia. They were accom- 
panied by Major Wilcoxon, who explained 
the bill and introduced President Bryan, 
who, in a conversational talk to the com- 
mittee, pointed out the metits of the Dill 
and urged its passage on the ground that 
it would not only be a benefit to the pru- 
fession, but to the public at large. 

President Bryan said that if\Georgta 
Would take the initial step in the matter. 
the other southern states would quickly 
follow, and it would be a matter of a Very 
short time when architecture in the soulb 
would be placed upon the h'gh standard 
that it deserved. Under the present law the 
real graduates in architecture are not 
protected in their profession, and the 
pending bill contemplates the safeguard 
of those who matriculate from standard 
schools and enter the profession with a 
diploma which practicing architects will 
recognize, President Bryan, in his effective 
argument before the committee, showed 
the advantage that the public would de- 
rive from the enactment of such a law, and 
repudiated all selfish motives in urging the 
passage of the bill. 


THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Many Important Measures Considered 
by Members of the Lower Body. 
For a complete and wholesale slashing 
oft of heads, the accomplishment of Mr. 
Meldrim, of Chatham, yesterday could not 
be excelled or equaled. One right after 
another Mr. Meldrim had passed in the 
house four bills which were calculated to 
abolish almost every job in the city of 
Savannah. So far ag it goes—if it passes— 
it will be the greatest political triumph 
ever won in Georgia. It will be the result 
of years of plotting and fighting. It will 
be the final issue of the big clash between 
the opposing political factions which have 
torn up Savannah for the past three years. 
in 1892 the Citizens’ Club was in power 
in Savannah. The followers of that party 
had bills passed creating city commissions 
in Savannah. These commissions consisted 
of a fire commission, a water commission, 
& police commission and a beard of tax 
assessors. They controlled the places in 
their respective departments. They put 
their men in office and kept them there. 
Since the Liberal Club has come into power 
and elected their men to the city council 
of Savannah, there has been a steady in- 
crease in the temperature of the fight be- 
tween the two clubs. The city council did 
all in its power to oppose the city commis- 
sions. The council tought every city de- 
pariment. One of the biggest issues was 

the discharge of Fire Chief Maguire, 

The Citizens’ Club worked ior his dis- 
charge, but he was backed by the fire 
commissioner. The Citizens’ Club even 
went so far as to enlist the aid of the 
Atlanta fire insurance agents, and to have 
them file complaints that they would 


be pte sy 
compelled to raise the price of insurance { this bill is feasible. 


, 


in Savannah if Maguire was retained in of- 
fice. The city council fired Maguire, but 
their ordinance was powerless so long as 
the city fire commission vindicated him 
of all charges. So the Citizens’ Club ap- 
peals to the legislature. 

Mr. Meldrim secured the unanimous pas- 
sage of his four bills, which abolish the 
Offices of fire commission, water commis- 
sion, police commission and the board of 
tax assessors. Major Meldrim stated that 
the city council would, if his bill passes the 
senate, appoint commissions of ihe council 
just as we have in Atianta. 

Fight in the Senate. 

The fight, however, has only just begun. 
Senator Geiger, of the first district, which 
embraces Savannah, has announced that he 
will never allow the measure to pass the 
senate. He has pronounced himself as de- 
termined to fight the abolishment of the 
commissions to the very last. He lives 
in Bryan county, but he has been instruct- 
ed to fight Major Meldrim’s measures, and 
he will certainly put up such a fight that 
there will be difficulty in getting the bills 
through the senate. If the bills pass the 
Senate and become law there will be an 
entire change in the personnel of Savan- 
nah’s officers and employees. Every man 
who now holds a job would have to step 
down and give place for a follower of the 
new power. 


Chancellor Boggs To Speak. 
A resolution introduced by Mr. Thomas, 
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of Clarke, to invite Chancellor Will‘am B., 
Boggs, of the state university, to address 
the general assembly in joint session on 
Thursday morning wag passed. The reso- 
lution reads that inasmuch as it is the 
legal duty of the chancelior to address the 
general assembly once each year, the 
house and session in joint resolution do 
hereby resolve that Hom Willlam E. Boggs 
be invited to address the house and senate 
next Thursday morning. The _ resolution 
was passed. Mr. Boggg will speak on the 
co-education question now before the hous¢é 
and will advocate the admission of fe- 
males into the state university. He will 
also speak on geveral other matters now 
agitating the university. * 
Teachers To Get Their Pay. 

When Mr. Blalock’s bill to provide for 
the quarterly payment of teachers Came up 
there was quite a little fight. The bill pro- 
vides that the governor shall be empow- 
ered to borrow $400,000 from any available 
funds in the treasury to pay the teachers 
next year when their quarterly salary is 
aue. The bill is intended to cOver al over- 
hsight of last year when the school appro- 
riation was made. Then the legislature 
dppropriated $600,000 for this year and 

000 for next year. The extra $400,000 

.next year will not be collected until 
Decamber, but will be needed to pay the 
teachers prior to that time. To prevent the 
annoyence and inconvenience to the teach- 
ers of\waiting until the end of the year 
for thelr salaries, Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, 
introducéd a bill to allow the governor tu 
use fundy already collected to pay the 
teachers. 

The bill \came up for the third reading 
yesterday. \No one expected any oppodsi- 
tion to the\measure, but Mel Branch, of 
Columbia, the next populist candidate for 
governor, sprung a surprise by offering 
some violent and decided objections to-the 
passage of the measure. Mr. Branch said 
that the bill was entirely useless; that 
there was already a law on the statutes 
that provided for the quarterly payment 
of the teachers. He said: 

“The legislature has appropriated money 
for the schools and we have a law which 
says that the governor and the comptroller 
general shall get together and estimate the 
amount of tax necessary to raise the 
amount appropriated. This has been done. 
The act of 1894 has distinctly set forth that 
the teachers shall receive quarterly pay- 
ments. The purpose claimed by Mr. Lila- 
lock for his bill is already governed by 
this act. 

“Here's the point. The governor must 
comply with the law. The law says as- 
sess as much as is necessary to meet the 
appropriation for school purposes. The mis- 
take of the gentleman from Fayette is that 
he came into court at the wrong time. 
We've already got an act that accom- 
plishes what he says he wants to do with 
his bill. The act already provides that the 
teachers shall be paid quarterly.’ 

The Point Stated. 


Mr. Little, of Muscogee, arose to €x- 
plain that there was hv act which would 
permit the governor to borrow the $400,000, 
and that unless that money could be util- 
ized the «eachers could Mot get their 
money when due. He said: 

“Mr. Speaker: 1 apprehend that if the 
question js reduced to a matter of difference 
of opinion between the attorney general 
of the state and the gentieman from Co- 
jumbia, just what the opinion of the house 
will be. Lhe attorney general has said that 
The treasurer has 80 
stated. There is nusother way to give the 
teachers their meney when due, I think 
this bill ought to pass.” 

Mr. Blalock made a short speech in de- 
fense of his bill. He said he did not see 
how any one could oppose so necessary 4 
measure. When the vote Was! taken Mr. 
Branch was entively lost. Only one man 
voted with him against the bill. Lhe Dill 
passed by a vote of 101 to 2. Now the 
teachers can get their pay when it is 
earned. 

Mr. Whitaker, of Heard, had two bills 
passed, both being intended to regulate the 
manner of making aj appeal in law. The 
bilis of Mr.. Whitajer make the way 
simpier and less em/*jarrissing. Under its 
operation a man whc4loses a bill can sap- 
peal the case by simpl’ making an affidavit 
that he cannot pay th” cost and by giving 
a bond. This can be dd@e separately. Here- 
tofore the affidavit anc the vond had to 
be made together. The bills are inportant to 
the legal fraternity. 

Mr. Knowles’s library bill was killed, 
but he gave notice of a reconsideration. 
The bill provides for the appointment by 
the governor of a library commission of 
five persons who shall wor for the efficien- 
cy of the libraries of the state. The bill 
was killed because of a misapprehension on 
the part of some of the members that it 
was an act to benefit some book concern. 
Besides, some of the members objected on 
the score of the expense of a secretary and 
a stenographer to the commission. Mr. 
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Knowles is confident of passing his meas- 
ure. 

Mr. Swift's bill regulating protest fees 
of notaries public was paseed. 

The bill of Mr. Thomas, of Clarke,to make 
it criminal for one to race a horse with 
others out of its class came up for third 
reading on a favorable report. There was 
some objection to the measure. Mr. Thomas 
was called upon to explain his bill. He 
said that in the county fairs held in south 
Georgia the small priges in the horse rac- 
ing events were always taken by horse 
owners from the weat who would bring 
down horses of the twu-minute class and 
race them with horses in the three-minute 
class. He did not think this fair to the 
local horse raisers. The report of the 
committee was disagreed to. 

Mr. Calvin, of I€chmond, secured the 
passage of his bili, which makes a penalty 
for a failure of an officiating clergyman or 
official to return to the ordinary marriage 
licenses after the ceremony has been per- 
formed. There was already a law which 
compels the officiating clergyman, judge or 
justice to return the marriage license to 
the ordinary thirty days after the marriage, 
but Mr. Calvin explained that as theré was 
no penalty for a failure to comply, the law 
Was not well observed. His bill makes a 
penalty of $25 for all fajlures to return the 
license for record within thirty days after 
the marriage has been performed. 


Local Bills Passed. 


The following local bills were passed: 

Bill to amend the charter of Dougltis- 
ville; bill to incorporate Repenton, in Butts 
county; bill to incorporate Mountville, 
Troup county. s 

The charter of the town of Douglas, in 
Coffee county, was amended. 

The bill to,;change the county seat of 
DeKalb county was read for the second 
time and recommitted. 

No More Football. 

The house has sounded the death knell 
to the manly game called football. Mr. 
Cole, of Carroll, introduced a bil in the 
last legislature to make it criminal to play 
the game in the state. The bill was laughed 
at then. It passed yeseerday by a vote of 
91 to 3. There was no argument on the 
measure which Mr. Cole wanted to make 
a law. It seemed that the mem- 
bers of the legislature had made 
up their minds that there should be 
no more football in the state, and they 


was read the third time and then put on 
its passage. Only three men _  vyoted 
against it. 

That the bill will pass the senate is al- 
most certain. There has always been a 
strong sentiment in that body against 
the game of football, and it has been in- 
tensified since the death of young Von 
Gammon in the game of bal] at Brisbine 
park two weeks ago. The bill which has 
passed the house practically makes it im- 
possible to play a game of football in 
Georgia. It makes a penalty for playing 
& prize or match game in the state. 


To Stop Lynching in Georgia. 

The most important measure introduced 
in the house yesterday was a bill by Mr. 
Felder, of Fulton, which provides a death 
penalty for all attempts at criminal as- 
Sault except in cases where there is a 
recommendation to the mercy of the court. 
This bill is intended to act as a brake to 
the lynching evil. Heretofore the penalty 
for the crime of attempted assault has 
been imprisonment for life or a less severe 
sentence. Mr, Felder thinks the penalty for 
this horrible crime should be more severe. 
His idea is that the attempt is about as 
bad as the accomplishment of the design 
and he thinks the punishment should be 
proportionate. The. bill reads that all per- 
sons attempting to commit a criminal as- 
sault Shall be punished by death unless the 
jury recommends mercy, in which case the 
defendant shall be punished by imprison- 
ment for not more than twenty years or 
less than one year, 


More Privileges to Confederate Vets. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, offered a bill 
which has already been widely discussed 
and much favored. His measure provides 
that all indigent and disabled confederate 
veterans shall be allowed to conduct any 
business except that of selling whisky with- 
out license. Heretofore the veterans were 
allowed to only peddle certain things with- 
out license. They were not allowed to con- 
duct any business which they might like. 
Under the operation of Mr. Calvin’s bill 
should it become a law, they can sell any- 
thing without license except whisky or ar- 
dent spirits. They can conduct any business 
and can do anything without payment of 
license. They cannot, however, transfer this 
privilege to another person. 

If the bill passes it will be of immeas- 
ureable benefit to the poor veterans of the 
state. The present law permits of them do- 
ing only a few things, which the greater 
number of them are unable or unwilling to 
do. Now they will be permitted to conduct 
business they choose. This matter has been 
thoroughly discusced. Last year some old 
veterans of this city wented to conduct 
fruit stands without license. They were 
refused permission to do so and under the 


w they were not exempt from license. 

Mr. Calvin’s bill opens up many avenues 
of business wherchy they can he enahled 
to make a good living in a most respectable 
manner.

CONTEMPT PROCEEDINGS BEGUN. 


Standard Oil Company Is Cited To Ap- 
pear in f-urt. 

Columbus, O., November 8.—Contempt 
proceedings were brought in the supreme 
court this afternoon by Attorney General 
Monett against the Standard Oil Company. 
It is claimed’ the company has not abided 
by the decision of the supreme court of 
March 2, 1892, in the case of the state ex 
rel. D. W. Watson, attorney general, vs. 
the Standard Oll Company. 

It was charged in that suit that a trust 
known as the Standard Oil Company had 
been formed. The supreme court held that 
the alleged trust was in conflict with the 
laws of the state and could not be main- 
tained. 

In the “information” filed by the attor- 
ney general *today, it is charged that the 
trust has not been dissolved, but under 
the pretense of winding up its affairs, the 
trust has arranged to continue indefinitely.

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The Failure of Hanna. 

If the late elections had accomplished 
nothing more than the defeat of Marcus 
A. Hanna for the senate, they would not 
have been held in vain. 

In a free government conducted by the 

‘ people, for the people, party rule is a 
necessity. These who come to the lead- 
ership of either party through the or- 
dinary means of public confidence ana 
public service are entitled to the respect 
and support of the people at large when 
@ majority has intrusted them with pow- 
er. For the time being the successful 
party becomes the government itself. 
Hence will be seen the necessity of clean 
leadership and patriotic party service in 
order to be able to command that respect 
which is due to those who hold the reins 
lof government. When the period of 
party contention passes away and their 
leaders become figures in history; they 
are the property, no longer of parties, 
but of the people. In this way through- 
out the United States the names of Jef- 
ferson, of Henry Clay and of James G. 
Blaine may be held up as examples of 
great and noble Americanism. 

During the last few years, however, 
there has been a change in this respect 
and instead of parties being led by their 
intellectual forces, they have been tossed 
about as mere puppets in the hands of 
vulgar and brainless bosses, whose only 
virtue is that they have accumulated a 
little money. Perhaps the most vul- 
gar and certainly the most obnoxious 
of this class who has ever imposed his 
personality upon the people of the Unit- 
ed States is Marcus A. Hanna. Without 
the training of statesmanship, without 
that intuitive sympathy with humanity 
which is the real essence of statesman- 
ship, by the mere display of money bags 
jhe has trotted over the union. His 
highest idea of political leadership was 
the purchase of corrupt delegates and 
the foisting upon his own party of a can- 
didate who owed his success to such del- 
egates, for instance, as went to St. Louis 
from Georgia. 

Hence it is that regardless of partisan- 
ship, without respect to the principles at 
stake, but purely from the standpoint of 
‘American citizenship, the people are to 
‘be congratulated that this class of men 
is to be relegated to the rear, and it is 
to be hoped that in the future whatever 
political conflicts may come, they may 
be championed by such leaders as derive 
their vantage from intellect and the con- 
fidence of their foliowers, rather than 
from those who can go down into ple- 
thoric pockets. 

The passing of Hanna, which now 
iséems certain, will mark, it is to be 
‘hoped, the end of that vulgar bossism 
which the “new rich” have been trying 
‘to force upon the country. 
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TheCo-Education Bill. 

The admission of women to the priv- 
lleges of higher education is now before 
ithe state legislature in the shape of a 
bill regulating eligibility for the state 

university. 
While the government of Georgia was 
‘the first in the world to give charter rec- 
Ognition to the education of women in 
ithe establishment of Wesleyan Female 
college, it has fallen behind in subse- 
‘quent development, and the bill now 
‘pending is a belated measure which 
should lose no time in securing adoption. 
There can be no discussion ag to the 
imerits of the contention that women 
‘should be admitted equally with men 
into all the higher institutions of learn- 
ing. In almost every state of the union 
this question has been passed upon, and 
even in our sister southern states the 
‘cause of woman has thus been recog- 
tnized. Flanking Georgia on the one side 
iwe find that co-education has been emi- 
mently successful in the University of 
’ Mississippi, and that in the state of 
North Carolina—remarkable for its con- 
servatism—women now stand in the 
same classes with men. Passing from 
the public institutions which are under 
‘the patronage of the state, we find that 
‘the religious colleges have likewise 
opened their doors. ‘Trinity college, of 
‘North Carolina, which holds the same 
relation to the Methodist church there 
which Emory does in Georgia, and the 
University of Kentucky, a similar insti- 
tution, have both opened their doors to 
37 «=©60CCO women; and the professors declare that 
F_...the experiment has been highly satis- 
; factory. From all this it will be seen 
that Georgia, in admitting women into 
the university, will be entering upon no 
untried scheme, but upon a policy which 
has already been ae other 
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which experience has’ demonstrated to 
be without basis. Im the first place, all 
women will not want to goto the univer- 
sity. The daughters of the rich who are 
destined for society, and who have no 
strong duties resting upon them, will, of 
course, be sent to institutions which 
will carry out their objects in life. It 
is only the persevering, self-sacrificing 
and dutiful woman who feels that she 
has a mission in the world, wh will 
seek admission. Sothat, to put it 
plainly, the fear of flirtation may be con- 
sidered as entirely out of the way. Even 
in Georgia, by an act of the present leg- 
islature itself, co-education has been rec- 
ognized in one of the departments of the 
university—the normal school, situated 
within a stone’s throw of the university 
buildings. For years co-education has 
been recognived and enforced in all the 
branch colleges in this state. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
members of the present legislature will 
prove themselves to be as progressive 
and as far-sighted as were the members 
of that legislature which had the bravery 
and the progressiveness to grant the 
charter to Wesleyan Female college. It 
will be an era to which the members 

y look back with pride. The chan- 
cellor of the university—a clergyman 


and a man of age, of long experience. 


in dealing with men and women, and 
who is now in direct control of the unl- 
versity—understanding completely all of 
the surroundings, declares himself une- 
quivocally in favor of the bill. 

Georgia wants progress, not retrogres- 
sion. 

What Does This Mean. 

That is a singular piece of news which 
The Chicago Times-Herald gave to the 
public through the Associated Press yes- 
terday. 

There is a strike among the coal min- 
ers in what is known as the northern 
Illinois district. These men, white men 
and Americans at that, have been labor- 
ing for years under the depression 
brought about by the infamous gold 
standard. During that period they have 
twice combined to overthrow republi- 
canism in their state, although it was the 
party which held their traditional al- 
legiance. When in 1896 the issue be- 
tween the people and their masters was 
clearly formed, the republicans went to 
those old-time comrades, and with the 
promise of international agreement in 
one hand and of immediate prosperity 
in the other, they induced these men to 
vote for the election of the republican 
ticket. The appeal was successful. Mc- 
Kinley was elected. He took his place 
in the whitehouse. He has had a full 
session of congress through which he 
has passed that much vaunted protection 
bill. For one entire year republican- 
ism and gold standardism have been in 
unqualified possession of the high places. 
The country has passed from winter 
into the vernal season, from that into 
autumn and the harvest has been gath- 
ered, added to which the country has been 
blessed with dollar wheat, owing to an 
affliction of providence in the old world, 
and no thanks to republicanism, 

Yet after all this, what is the situa- 
tion? The editor of The Times-Her- 
ald is the close personal friend of Mc- 
Kinley. He was one of those who car- 
ried on the incipient campaign prelim- 
inary to the national republican con- 
yention, and made possible the nomina- 
tion of his friend. He, of all men, 
should be the first to be able to pafnt in 
glowing colors the success of this re- 
publicanism which was to do so much 
for the prosperity of the people. It is 
from the pen of this editor that comes 
the information printed yesterday: 
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Chinese miners are to take the 
place of Americans in the north- 
ern Illinois district. An attempt 
will be made to break the strike 
that exists, and the skilled celes- 
tials have been picked up for the 
work. They will all bear arms, 
live inside a gatling gun equip- 
ped stockade and be body-guard- 
_ ed by 100 former Chicago police. 
An agent of the Chinese Six Com- 
panies was in Chicago last week 
and made a contract with the 
General Wilmington Coal Com- 
pany to deliver 800 Chinamen at 
the mines of the Wilmington- 
Braidwood district. The first con- 
signment of Chinamen will be 
there on next Tuesday and others 
soon as provision can be made 
to take care of them. Arrange- 
ments for an additional 1,000 
Chinese miners have been made 
conditional on the success of 
those engaged. Elaborate prepa- 
rations have been completed to 
take care of the first 800 China- 
men and to give them ample pro- 
| tection. 
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What a pretty picture this descrip- 
tion makes! 

Thousands of Americans, with thous- 
sands of women and children dependent 
upon them for support, are to be turned 
out of employment, turned out of their 
homes in the cold and pitiless winter, to 
go starving or begging «as they may, 
while their places are to be taken by 
Chinese slaves, imported for the express 
degradation of white labor! These slaves 
are to be guarded by gatling guns and 
a regiment of police. Shot and shell 
and canister awaits the appearance of 
the trembling Americans, if they should 
venture to come within sight for nego- 
tiation. Not only this, but the informa- 
tion is given that another thousand of 
these slavish laborers are to be import- 
ed upon the success of the present move- 
ment. Then we will be presented with 
a sight of white Americans, men, wo- 
men and children, crying for bread, as 
the pitiless winds of the great lake re- 
gion ruthlessly pelt their forms ag they 
wander through the valleys of northern 
Illinois. The stars and stripes will be 
Tun up over the worse’ than convict 
camps of slavish Chinese, working for 
starvation prices and protected by the 
American uniform, while al] around 
them will be mounted the frowning gat- 
lings to mow down those very men who 
voted for Mr. McKinley last fall.

It calls this pro- 
pene of dishonesty “the new fight 
against Bryanism,” and depends on “the 
appetite of the democratic politicians for 
spoils” to send honest/and truthful men

to the leadership 6f the impracticable 
and unpatriotic men who have done their 
utmost ‘to destroy it. 

We think our Springfield contempora- 
ry has forgotten what occurred at OChica- 
go in the summer of 1896. For thirty 
years, up to the assembling of the na- 
tional democratic ~convention of that 
year, the actual contro! of the party haa 
been given over to the straddlers, doa- 
gers, hypocrites and politically dishonest 
men. They had made its platforms, 
filling them with evasions and strad- 
dles, and had named _ the candidates.

We think that even the republicans 
must admit that the democfatic position 
is considerably stronger today than it 
was last year.

In the fourth place, the republican 
claim that the higher price of wheat 
would scotch the silver movement in 
the west has proved to be unfounded. 
The result in Ohio, where the campaign 
was made on the Chicago platform, and 
in Nebraska, where the silver fusionists 
won a victory, show that the free coin- 
age movement is stronger in the west to- 
day than ever. 

It may be said, therefore, thaé if the 
late bolters are returning to the party 
with any other idea than that which 
promotes party fellowship, namely, the 
yielding of the minority to the will of 
the majority for the sake of the whole 
democratic idea and system, they will 
not only be disappointed, but they will 
have their feelings hurt besides. 

For there is to be no backward step, 
no halting, no straddling, no tampering 
with pure democratic principles. The 
straddle in Maryland didn’t help Mr. 
Gorman. The refusal to straddle in 
Ohio greatly strengthened the demo- 
cratic party in that state. Not even mo- 
tives of self-interest can prompt a dem- 
ocratic politician to straddle hereafter. 

In view of these things, we do not be- 
lieve that the errant ones are returning 
with any hope of wrenching the party 
to their gold views. We prefer to be- 
lieve that they are willing to surrender 
their views on the money question for 
the sake of promoting the democratic 
system of government,

THE COWETA CIRCUIT; 
OTHER POLITICAL TALK 


The proposition for the division of the 
Coweta circuit has attracted some atten- 
tion, though not as much as it would if 
all the discussion that has been going on 
among the aspiring politicians of that 
circuit had found its way into print. That 
there is polities in the proposition has 
been hinted, but human mind has not yet 
been able to fathom the full depth of it. 
I don’t pretend to be able to tell it all, 
but here goes for some of it. 

It is a fact that the circuit is too large. 
It contains several big counties and sever- 
al other small ones—to be exact, Coweta, 
Carroll, Meriwether and Troup, each with 
two members in the leg'slature, and Fay- 
ette, Heard and Campbell with one repre- 
sentative each. Seven counties in all and 
four of the seven large ones. The result is 
that the work is too heavy for comfort 
and all out of proportion with some of the 
smaller circuits. There is good, substantial 
reason, therefore, for the advocacy of a 
change 


There are some politica: reasons and 
some ambitions to be consulted, which must 
not be lost sight of in the consideration of 
the proposed change, or changes, for sev- 
eral different ones have been suggested. 

First to consider is the fact that this is 
Judge Harris’s circuit and the bill provid- 
ing for its division comes from his own 
county. Judge Harris has not yet decided 
whether he will accept the place on the 
supreme bench that has been tendered him, 
So far the tender has heen unofficial, ft is 
true, for it could be nothing else until Jus- 
tice Atkinson submits his resignation, and 
this he has not done; but the goveruvor has 
told Judge Harris the place ts his, but has 
at yet received no intimation whether the 
judge expects to accept. The unofficial 
declarations which come from the judge's 
friends seem to Indicate that a declination 
is just now the most Mkely answer to come 
from Carroll. 

The proposition to divide the circuit may 
or may not have some bearing upon the 
final decision. The impression here is that 
of the division is made Judge Harris would 
prefer the judgeship of the newly con- 
structed Coweta circuit rather than a place 
on the supreme bench, involving, as it will, 
a vast deal of hard work and no little po- 
litical uncertainty. 


The @ivision contemplated and pretty 
well agreed on is for Carroll, Coweta, 
Heard, Campbell and Fayette to be in one 
circuit, and Troup, Meriwether, Harris and 
Talbot in another. 

There are many interests to consider in 
any division that is made. If the entire 
circuit will get together in favor of any one 
plan, it is probable that such plan would 
carry through the legislature, but if there 
is a split the whole thing would probably 
fail. It is the knowledge of this fact iat 
has caused much quiet scheming these past 
few days. 

So far as the judgeships are concerned, 
one of these would go to Judge Harris 
without opposition and witn the certainty 
that he would be able to hold it as long 
as he chose. In the division suggested, the 
present outlook is that Warner Hill would 
be the leading candidate, though Troup 
would bring out some candidate—either 
Judge Longley or Judge R. A. S. Freeman. 
The contest would in all likelihood be be- 
tween these two counties. If Judge Harris 
accepts the place on the supreme bench 
and the change does not go into effect for 
s0me time, Representative Bob Freeman, 
of Coweta, or Judge Alvin Freeman would 
be candidates. 


The judgeships are easy, however, as 
compared with the soljcitorship problem. 
This division would leave Tom Atkinson 
“with the bag to hold,” as they say of 
snipe hunters. 

Tom ts now the solicitor of a big cir- 
cuit. That means e zo0d lot of fees. To 
divide the cirguit would mean a correspond- 
ing division Of the perquisites that go with 
the office. The prospect’ of that is not at 
all pleasing to Tom Atkinson, and natural- 
fy he and his friends will make a kick 
on any division that is to go into effect 
before the expiration of Tom’s present 
term, which is in 1900. If he can’t) be solic- 
itor of both circuits, @ courts being ar- 
ranged to sult his cqmvenience, they are 
perfectly willing to ¢ off any opposition. 
They argue that it wold be unfair and un- 
just to make the ec} 4.ge during the térm 
for which he has é.@ady been elected, if 
not illegal. ) 


Tom would be wiki.s to take his chances 
in the future; and inaeed by 1900 he would 
in all probability be a candidate for the 
judgeship of the circuit in which he was. 
There are several reasons why he would 
not contend for that office’now, though he 
has the assurance of the support of the 
LaGrange bar if he were to go into it. 
Having been recently elected to the good 
office of solicitor general of the present big 
circuit, he wants to hold on to what he 
has and what he helieves is his right. 

It is not probable that there can be one 
solicitor to two circuits. There are several 
would-be solicitors in all of the counties 
of each of the proposed circuits and these 
gentlemen are going to cut a figure in 
whatever deals are made. One of these is 
of Fayette. He is Bud Blalock’s 
partner, and Bud is for him. Then there 
is luther Farmer, of Coweta, who has 
aspirations on the solicitorship line, and 
it is suggested that Hewlett Hall might 
not be at all averse to the solicitorship of 
the Coweta circuit. For the other solicitor- 
ship, Jim Pitman, of Troup, and Repre- 
sentative Ben Hill, of the same county, 
are now talked of. If Tom AtKinson is not 
elected judge, he will be able to hold the 
solicitorship—that is, if he desires to do so.

Promoters Hy Seek To Enjoin the 
Police Authrities. 
POLICE THINK ‘THIS ABSURD 


The Clash Ib Exing Watched with 
Great Interest in the City. 


OFFIGERS ARE DETERMINED 10 STOP IT 


Managers Wish To Make a Test—The 
Latest News in the Matter on 
Both Sides. 


The local sports are extremely anxious to 
pall off the proposed boxing bout at the 
Columbia theater. which has been scheduled 
for next Thursday evening, and the police 
are determined that no more such enter- 
tainments shall take place in Atlanta. 

Captain Thompson says it has been re- 
ported to him that some of the sporting 
fraternity said, after the glove contest was 
Over at the Imperial] theater last Thursday 
evening, that ‘“‘the police of Atlanta did 
not know a boxing contest from a regular 
prize fight, and everything was all right 
now.”’ 

“I just replied to that,’’ said Captain 
Thompson, “that the next time one of the 
alleged sparring exhibitions was given, the 
sports would find out whether or not the 
police knew a prize fight when they saw 
one.”’ 

Those who are getting up the proposed 
exhibition do not claim to be defying the 
police, but merely wish to test the matter 
fully. 

“We believe our entertainments are per- 
fectly fair and legal,’’ said one of the pro- 
moters, “and all we wish to know is 
whether or not the police authorities will 
interfere with a scientific sparring exhi- 
bition. Such exhibitions are given at the 
Young Men’s Christian Assocation, and 
have been allowed here time and time again 
at the theaters, so we believe the police 
are laboring under some mistake about our 
shows, and we will give another entertain- 
ment and show the authorities what sort 
of an exhibition we really wish to give.” 

Just what the police will do is not known, 
that is, whether they will allow the boxing 
to proceed a while before it is stooped, or 
will not allow it to begin at all. It may be 
that the former direction will be taken, 
and that the boxing will be allowed to 
get under way, so that there will be evi- 
dence against the managers and princi- 
pals. If the show is begun and arrests 
are made, then every person in any way 
conrected with the boxing will be taken in 


custody, managers, boxers, referee and alh 


others who have anything to do with the 
ring. 

Chief Manly is very emphatic in his as- 
sertion that he will not allow any more 
such entertainments as the one at the Im- 
perial theater to take place in Atlanta 
again. 


“I believe the alleged bouts are nothing | 


more nor less than small prize fights,’’ said 
he yesterday, “and the best way to put a 
stop to such affairs is to begin at once. If 
they are allowed to go on it will not be 


long before Atlanta will be a rendezvous |

for the sports,and regular knock-down-and- | 


rag-out fights will be in order.’’ 

It is said and reported in police circles 
that the sports are about to have an in- 
junction served for the. purpose of ascer- 
taining whether or not the city of Atlanta 
can be enjoined from interfering with a 
sparring exhibition.

Saloon Q sner Yesterday Filed a Number 


of Chattel Mortgages. 
CREDITORS BROUGHT CLAIMS 


Judge Lumpkin Granted Rule Nisi and 
Named R. B. Blackburn Reseiver. 


CHARGES IN THE PETITION ARE VERY SALTY 


Creditors Claim That Mr. Steinau 
Bought a Large Stock and He 
Failed Full Handed. 


The business of L. Steinau is in the 
hands of a temporary receiver. 

Early yesterday morning mortgages 
amounting to several thousand dollars were 
filed by Mr. Steinau. The mortgages cov- 
ered the stock of goods at his wholesale 
Store at 44 Wall street and his equity in 
the fixtures and stock of goods in the 
Pabst saloon, in the Fitten building. 

Later in the day a bill was filed in the 
superior court by creditors who were rep- 
resented by Attorneys Glenn, Slaton & 
Phillips, Under this bil Judge Lumpkin 
granted a rule nisl and an injunction, al- 
lowing the business to be conducted until 
the hearing, which was set for next week. 
A little later an amendment was filed to 
the bill upon which Mr. R. B. Blackburn 
was appointed temporary receiver and in- 
structed to hold the assets subject to the 
future orders of the superior court. 

The petition charges that Steinau had been 
buying very heavily without any intention 
of paying for the goods and that he had 
been loading up his premises with goods 
of his creditors and had failed full handed. 

It is charged in the petition by the credi- 
tors bringing the bill that Steinau purchas- 
ed the goods from them without any inten- 
tion on his part of paying for them and 
that this intention was concealed from 
them at the time. They claim that by 
reason of this alleged fraud the 
for the goods has never passed from them 
and that they have the right to reassert. 
title to the goods. 

The creditors claim that they believe a 
large amount of the goods are still in the 
possession of Steinau and that they’ are 
now in some one or all of his stores in the 
city. Continuing, the petition charges that 
Steinau has been disposing of his goods of 
whiskies in large lots and in bulk at prices 
very much below the actual cost to him, 
and, in fact, says the petition, below the 
government cost, and that he holds the 
proceeds of the sales in his hands and does 
not intend to pay the money to the credi- 
tors. 

“Petitioners show that doing business in 
this fashion without a profit, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining large sums of money in 
hand, cannot be for a legitimate purpose,”’ 
says the petition, ‘but on the contrary is 
for the purpose of disposing of his goods 
so that the claims of creditors cannot reach 
them, and that his intention in so acting 
and disposing of his goods is to hinder, de- 
lay, defraud his creditors, {ncluding your 
petitioners.”’ 

Yesterday afternoon an amendment was 
filed, attacking the mortgages and deciar- 
ing they were given in the main for fraud- 
ulent purposes and should not stand, 

An intervention was also filed in the case 
yesterday afternoon by Attorneys W. H. 
& E. R. Black, representing other credi- 
tors. Mr. Steinau could not be seen yester- 
day afternoon and it is not known whether 
an effort will be made to arrange matters 
and continue business or not. The papers 
were not served om Mr. Ste'nau yesterday 
by the sheriff's office, as Mr. Steinau could 
not be found, according to the officer who 
had the papers for service.

Stagnation. 


MANY OF THEM COMPLAIN 


Decatur Street Dealers Petition Coun- 
cil To Stop Issuance of License, 


100 MANY SALOONS ON THE THOROUGHFARE 


Dealers Say They Can Barely Make a 
% Living and Bear the Heavy 
Tax Burden. és 


The retail saloon dealers of Atlanta are 
not prospering. The business is dull almost 
to the point of stagnation. and it is all 
some of the dealers can do to pay the heavy 
license tax of $1,000 imposed upon them by 
the city. 

The situation with the dealers is pre- 
carious in some sections of the city, and 
that there have not been many failures is 
the wonder of those familiar with the bus- 
iness situation. It is said that few of the 
retail saloons outside of the immediate 
business center district are making a profit 
and that unless there is an improvement 
soon trouble will fall heavily upon the 
dealers. 

As an indication of the situation of the 
dealers on Decatur street, a petition was 
filed yesterday signed by the dealers doing 
business on that street asking the general 
council to refrain from issuing any more 
license for saloons on that street. The sign- 
ers set forth that the heavy burden that 
they are compelled to bear makes it barely 
possible for them to make more than a 
living, and they earnestly petition the 
council to grant them relief by refusing

The petition will be read in council at 
its next meeting and it will probably be re- 
ferred to the police committee.

Judge Hines’s Plan To Extend State 
Road Is Not Dead. 


WILL BE URGED IN HOUSE 


Major Meldrim May Favor the Bill 
When It Comes Up. 


PLAN WOULD SETTLE CONVICT QUESTION 


The Pops Will Meet in January To 
Elect a Chairman of the State 
Committee. 


The pops are going to press through the 
house their measure for extending the 
state rosd, if possible. 

Since the announcement that there will, 
from present prospects, be little change in 
the convict lease system, tne adherents of 
the state road measure have taken new 
hope. 

The advocates of this p:oposed bill are 
rot confined to the populistic party, but 
there are in the house strong members who 
are backing the plan. 

It was Judge J. K. Hines who first came 


to the front with the proposition tnat the 


road be extended and that the convicts 
of the state be put to work for that pur- 
pose. 

It is his plan to build the coad in a direct 
line from: Atlanta to Savannah, making a 
trunk line for the state from Chattanooga 
to the sea. With this work in view, those 
who are urging the measure argue that 
the convict question will be already decided 
and that in the end it will pay the state 
for every dollar expended in keeping the 
ecnvicts up while the work is in prog- 
ress. 

Judge Hines has his plans well laid and 
intends to prove to those who have stamped 
his suggestion as a kind of Utopian dream 
that he has something real to offer. 

This plan of Judge Hines, he says, has 
taken new hold since the failure ofall oth- 
er propositions. It is offered by him as the 
real solution of the question, and he has 
enlisted strong coworkers in the cause. 

It is said that the members from Chat- 
ham will favor the plan and thet Mr. Mel- 
drim will make a personal fight for it. 

Judge Hines has the bill in shape and wilt 
put it forward as soon as possible. 

To Elect a Chairman. 

A session of the state executive commit- 
tee of the populist party will be held in 
January for the purpose of electing a chair- 
man. During the last cainpaign and up 
to the present time John D, Cunningham 
directed the affairs of the party. His term 
will expire in January and another man 
will be put in. 

James L. Sibley, of Cobb, has been sug- 
/ gested. It was he who fought side by side 
with Cunningham and was the right hand 
man of Watson during the last campaign. 
He was made for the time the editor of 
The People’s Party Paper and was active 
in all mafters of state or national import 
during the campaign. It is said that he 
will be put in to succeed Chairman Cun- 
ningham.

VETERANS TO COME TO ATLANTA IN GRAY 


Mrs. Plane Says Some Atlanta Ladies

The local delegation of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy, the national association 
of which will hold its convention in Bal- 
timore this week, leaves today with well- 
defiaed plans in view to accomplish several!

It was her suggestion on last Fri- 
day which caused the matter to be taken 
up officially by the commanders of Geor- 
gia, and she will make a vigorous fight 
for the adoption of a similar resolution by 
the national order of Daughters of the 
Confederacy. 

In her talk before the commanders Fri- 
day, Mrs. Plane spoke out fearlessly, and in 
a very pointed manner told that there was 
a spirit among some of the ladies in At- 
lanta not to co-operate with the regular or- 
ganized chapter of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy. Why this was she could not 
say, but she had noticed a spirit upon the 
part of some of the ladies not to go in 
with the regular organization. She encoun- 
tered this opposition, she stated, when she 
presented the plans to the directors of the 
exposition to build a confederate memorial 
hall. There was not a co-operative splrit, 
she said, for some reason, but after the 
effort proved such a success the authort- 
ties of the exposition admitted that it was 
one of the most conspicuous features of 
the fair.

The gossips are Saying that now the 
Union Pacific has been s014, Mr. J. P. 
Morgan is turning his attention to the 
Baltimore and Ohio with the view of reor- 
ganizing that company. Mr. Morgan has 
had that in his mind for some time, and 
it is no new scheme of his. 

The story says that Mr. Morgan pro- 
poses to bring about close operating rela- 
tions between the Southern railway, the 
Baltimore and Ohio, the Phfladelphia and 
Reading, the Jersey Central and the Phila- 
delphia end Reading and New England. 

This is not sensationally new because 
it has been printed several times before. 
There is one difficulty in the way and that 
is the Southern has no independent en- 
trance into Washington, but has to go into 
that city over the Pennsylvania railroad’s 
tracks. It would be possible to build into 
that city independently, but it would cost 
a great deal of money, for, among other 
things, there would have to be a new 
bridge over the Potomac. 

The ahnual election of the Baltimore and 
Ohio will be held next week in Baltimore. 
Judge Cowen, one of the receivers, is not 
in harmony with the Morgan interests. He 
is working with the Baltimore crowd. There 
was talk recently to the effect that Judge 
Cowen would be retired. He was appointed 
by a court, however, and stockholders can- 
not remove him and it is doubtful if a 
majority of the stockholders would remove 
him if they could. 

His associate receiver, Mr) Oscar Mur- 
ray, is sawing wood. The report that he 
was antagonizing Mr. Morgan was a .mis- 
take, as The Constitution stated at the 
time. Mr. Murray is getting business first, 
and he is not fighting the New York party 
at any time. There is some doubt about 
his being elected president of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Southwestern, as President 
Bacon has been asked to hold on for a 
while. 

When the Baltimore and Ohio’s reorgani- 
zation is all w®rked out, the system may 
be and probably will be in the same bed 
with the Southern, but there seems to be 
no likelihood that they will be operating 
through passenger and freight traing for 
some time. 


MEMPHIS’ GATES OPEN. 


But Some Places Are Still Quarantin- 
ing Against the Bluff City. 


Memphis has lifted her quarantine against 
the world and as soon as Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana,and Texas lift their quar- 
antine against Memphis, the Bluff City will 
get back to normal conditions. 

Selma is still quarantining against the 
Western of Alabama, which declined to 
run into the town under the conditions de- 
manded by the Dallas county health au- 
thorities. The road is operating from Mont- 
gomery to Benton, just east of Dallas coun- 
ty, and Montgomery is well satisfied with 
the situation, which gives her trade that 
ordinarily goes to Selma. 

The railway officials say that the end is 
not far off. They look for an early cold 
snap and frost which will: be fatal to the 
fever. Freight traffic is picking up rapidly 
in the territory which has been opened. 
There is very little passenger business, 
though, with Montgomery.

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CAUSES A SUIT 


Interesting Hearing Is Pending in the 


First Division City Court. 
CASE GOES TO THE JURY TODAY 


Piaintiffs Claim There Is a Balance 
Due of $3,613.90, 


DEFENDANTS CLAIM A LARGE OFFSET 


Hotel Was Erected Two Years Ago 
and Was Usei To Accommodate 
the Exposition Guests. 


Exposition days were recalled yesterday 
in the first division of the city court when 
the Alhambra hotel case was brought up 
for trial before Judge Reid. ‘Some time 
ago a sult was filed by Moody & Brewster 
against Mallard. Stacy & Co. The plain- 
tiffs are represented by Arnold & Arnold, 
Rosser & Carter and R. G. Hartsfield, 
while the defendants are represented by 
Anderson, Felder & Davis. 

The suit resulted from the construction 
of the Alhambra hotel, located on Peach- 
tree street between Merritts avenue and 
Pine street, which was built for exposition 
purposes and is now used as a large board- 
ing house. Moody &Brewster, the plain- 
tiffs, claim they are the holders of a len 
Which was transferred to them by the 
G. H. Holliday Lumber Company, the orig- 
{nal builders of the hotel. The amount sued 
for is $3,618.90, with interest. 

The petition shows that the Holliday 
Lumber Company agreed to build the hotel 
for $10,400. It is shown that the building 
was completed in a proper and workmapn- 
like manner and was delivered to the own- 
ers aS fer the contract under which both 
parties began operations. The petition 
charges that Mallard, Stacy & Co. have 
declined and still refuse to pay the amount 
sued for, although demand has ‘been made, 

The defendants have filed a cross bill, 
claiming that the hotel, in the first place, 
was not built according to the plans and 
specifications and further was not com- 
pleted in time. It is claimed that the heat- 
ing apparatus was never properly con- 
structed and placed in position and that on 
agcount of this a number of guests declined 
to remain in the hotel, their leaving en- 
tailing @ loss upon the owners and pro- 
pr-etors. ' 

The defendants claim they paid $2,000 to 
the lumber company which does not ap- 
pear on the books of the latter as a credit. 
They also claim that the amount of dam- 
ages allegedjto have resulted from the im- 
proper building of the hotel is an offset 
for all other claims that may be brought 
by the defendants. 

All of the evidence was introduced in 
the case yesterday and when court ad- 
journed yesterday afternoon argument was 
being made. The argument will be con- 
tinued this morning and the case will go 
to the jury before noon.

In Memory of My Sister, Mrs. Mary 
A. Norcross. 


Few persons knew of the Christian 
virtucs and attainments of my good sis- 
ter outside of her immediate family. Her 
mocesty caused her to shrink from public 
notoriety, and without ostentation she did 
her good deeds. For these reasons I deem 
it not improper that I give a short sketch 
of her lite; hoping others may follow her 
Christian example, and die as she did, in 
the hope of a blissful immortality. 

She was born in Eatonton, Putnam coun- 
ty, Georgia, the 4th day of April, 1819, and 
died October 138, 1897. Her father was Ma- 
jor Wade Hill, and her mother, Mrs, Martha 
Liane Hill; they raised six children, all 
of whom are dead except Mrs. Cerolire 
H. Chisolm, and the writer of this sketch. 
My sister Mary Ann manifested at quite 
an early age a thirst for knowledge, and 
love of books, and my father gave her all 
of the advantages in his power, to ob- 
tain a thorough classical education. At 
quite an early age she made stch pro- 
ficiency in the English branches that her 
teacher, Dr. Hamilton, had her to com- 
mence the studies of the Greek and Latin 
languages; after studying these under him 
two years, he died, and my father carried 
her to Edgefield, S. C., and placed her 
in the school of Dr. W. B. Johnston, with 
whom she boarded. After. being there 
two years, my father having moved to 
Troup county, she went to school one 
year to the Rev. Otis Smith, once pres!i- 
dent of Mercer university, who told me 
she was the best Greek and Latin scholar 
that ever left his college. My father then 
having moved to Lafayette, Ala., there. 
under Professor Wilson, a -distinbuished 
teacher in the male school. she took pri- 
vate lessons, pursuing the higher branches 
of mathematic and the Hebrew language. 
After finishing her scholastic course, she 
studied with much interest Blackstone's 
commentaries and the Bible tn the origi- 
nal@languages. She read but few novels, 
but was passionately fond of good poetry, 
Shakespeare and Pope being her favorite 
authors. I mention these particulars to 
show ‘that her edueration was of that 
solid order not usually accorded to girls, 
and fitted her to grapple with the more 
dificylt problems of science and religion. 
Though conservative in her views, yet she 
had positive conyictions on all gubjeets, 
and took a deep Interest in political ques- 
tions; and as long as she was able did 
much .church and temperance work. She 
n®™ver ceased till the day of her death to

hope. At about sixteen years of age she 
joined the Antioch Baptist church, Troup 
peat Georgia. She was baptised in a 
beautiful limpid stream, and as she came 
up out of the water, the pearly drops 
trickling down her face, child as I was, 
the scene impressed me greatly, for it 
seemed to me a halo of glory rested upon 
her sweet countenance. My mother being 
in poor health for a number of years, we 
younger children relied on her in place 
of our dear mother; and her assistance 
Was invaluable. She saw that our les- 
sons were studied at night before going to 
school and said to her. Our Sabbath school 
lessons she taught us, and then went to 
Sunday school with us. She was kind, 
and did all in her power for our comfort 
and happiness. She was always fond of 
children, and liked to entertain them with 
pretty stories and gave them books suited 
to their ages. In 1856 our mother died, 
after being confined to her bed for twelve 
months, although she had excellent ser 
vants to attend her, my sister was at her 
bedside daily ministering to her wants; 
reading, praying and singing to her *o 
comfort her as best she could. After my 
mother’s death, realizing my father’s for- 
lorn and lonely condition, she became his 
constant companion, always attending him, 
aiding him in business and nursing him 
faithfully and tenderly for twenty years, 


Her filial affection was most remarkabir, 
and well requited our parents for thelr 
kindness to her. 

In 1877 she married Mr. Jonathan Nor- 
cross (who survives her) with whom she 
lived happily for twenty years, faithfully 
administering to his wants and comforts 
in his declining years. She was the most 
unselfish person I ever knew, and dis- 
dispensed more charity, according to her 


| means, than any person within my knowl- 
' edge. 


She had a litt!e estate of her own, 
which yielded her about $1,500 per annum, 
which she literally gave away. Some of 
her friends tried to make her more sav- 
ing, but she always told me she intended 
to spend her income “In a way that would 
do the most good, and afford relief to the 
needy. This I commended in her, for she 
enjoved the giving more than those who 
received. She distributed her alms among 
the very poor, both white and black. I 
have known her to borrow money to buy 
wood and coal for poor women end shoes 
for poor, barefooted children. She also 
aided many a child In getting an educa- 
tion: and contributed often to poor young 
men in fittine themselves for the ministry. 

I knew of her paying the expenses of a 
young man at Mercer university, who grad- 
uated with distinction, and became an able 
minister. Rut why particularize, for if I 
were to write a hook on her charities the 
half would not he told. for though she 
loved me devotedly and confided in me 
implicitly, she only let me know of a few 
under a promise of secrecy. Such a wo- 
man was my precious sister, that all who 
knew her loved and honored her for her 
good deeds and Christian virtues. 

While I feel sure shels in a better land, 
vet it wrings mv very sou! to give her up, 
for she was from my infancy till her 
denth mv counselor nnd comforter. In 
times of distress, when the bitter waves of 
erief and sorrow swept over my house, she 
did all tn her power to assuage our an- 
geulsh and bind up our crushed and bleed- 
tne hearts. Oh, prectous sister. how we 
«hall miss thee in the declining vears of 
life to counsel and cheer In affection, and 
noint us to the sweet consolations of re- 
licton! She was conscious to the last, and 
acepred us of her bright hope of the future. 
Then. without a pain or struerte she join- 
of the heavenl¥ host. Patiently she spent 
her Chrietian life refoicing and sorrow- 
ine emid its shifting scenes: but ever 
evided by the star of duty. As the sacred 
writer sa'td of Barnabas as a man, £0 
mav we truthfully sav of mv sister, ‘‘she 
was a good woman, full of the holv’ vhost 
ard of faith.”

BAGLE AND PHENIX 
CASE 1S HEARD 


Judge Pardee Hears Both Sides of the 
Famous Case, 


THE RESULT IS IMPORTANT 


Decision of Judge Pardee Means Much 
to Those Interested. 


BOTH SISES WERE WELL REPRESENTED 


Argument Was Concluded Yesterday, 
but Decision May Not Be Ren- 
dered for Several Days. 


The Eagle and Phoenix case was heard 
by Judge Pardee in the United States court 
yesterday. The point at issue was as to 
whether the depositors of the Eagle and 
Phoentx Savings bank or the bondholders 
should have a prior right to the funds de- 
rived from the foreclosure of the mortgage 
on the mill property. 

Both sides took exceptions to the report 
filed by Special Master Wimbish last May. 
He claims to have satisfactorily solved the 
problem by allowing the bondholders the 
preference on the sale of the mill property, 
real estate, machinery and actual belong- 
ings to the company, and by allowing the 
depositors to have the preference on the 
personal property of the mill, such as 
g0ods on hand, the factory, etc. 

Neither the depositors nor the bondhold- 
ers, however, agree with this proposed ar- 
bitration. The depositors, represented by 
McNeil & Levy, of Columbus; Els & Gray, 
of Atlanta, and Judge James L. Willis, of 
Columbus, opposed the bondholders being 
allowed any lien on the property whatever 
to which they were not justly entitled. 

The bondholders, represented by L. F. 
Girard, of Columbus; B. T. Blount, of Pen- 
sacola; Chappel & Goetchius, of Columbus; 
B. F. Abbott, and Goodwin & Westmore- 
land, of Atlanta, opposed the depositors 
having a prior right on the property. 

The argument was finished yesterday and 
the case is now in the hands of Judge 
Pardee, who will probably not render a de- 
cision before the last of the week. Mr. 
Chappel represented the claims of the Na- 
tional Park bank of New York, which holds 
a number of the company’s bonds. Colonel 
Westmoreland represented the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank, and Mr. L. F. Girard, the 
American Trust and Banking Company. 
Colonel John T. Glenn, of Glenn, Slaton & 
Phillips, and Colonel N. J. Hammond also 
argued the case. 

This litigation began in 1891, when the 
savings bank of the .Eagle and Phoenix 
company failed. The depositors hela claims 
against the bank for over a million dollars, 
and the company gave them to understand 


could be paid. 
meeting and decided to issue bonds to serve 
as collateral in making loans to pay the 
depesitors. 

While this plan was working well new 
financial difficulties arose. The company 
found that it needed money to carry on 
the. actual expenses of running the mill. 
The directors, therefore, used the funds 
derived frdém the bond issue for operating 
expenses instead of paying the depositors. 
As a result, the depositors raised a huge 
howl and hence the litigation. 

The case was brought into court and later 
referred to Mr. Wimbish, of Columbus, as 
special master. After several months of 
investigation he rendered his report—partly 
in favor of both sides, who are now offer- 
ing their separate objections thereto. 

The case is one of great importance and 
the outcome is being watched with much 
interest.

HUDSON ROASTS DETECTIVES. 


Claims His Incarceration Is Due to 
Captain Slaughter’s Malice.

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PHARMACY BOARD 
- WILL MEET TODAY 


Large Number of Applicants for License 
Will Be Examined. 


LARGEST MEETING OF BOARD 


Will Be More Applicants Than Ever 


Before in History of That Body. 


BIGIDEMAND FOR LICENSED PHARMACISTS 


Investigation by Board Disclosed Fif- 
teen Counties Without a Licensed 
Man—Will Be Remejied, 


The state board of pharmacy wiil meet 
this morning at 9 o’clock in the room of 
the finance cammittee of the legislature in 
the state capitol. The room was turned 
over to the board for today by a resolu- 
tion passed by the house. 

Last night the board held a preliminary 

business meeting at 9 o'clock at which 
matters of routine business were discussed 
and disposed of. The meeting was of a 
purely busiress nature. 
: When the board is called to order by the 
chairman this morning there will be pres- 
ent the largest number of applicants for 
State licenses that have ever before applied 
at cne time during the history of the 
board. 

The examination of the applicants will 
be conducted in the usual manner and the 
attenticn of the entire board will be occu- 
pied during the whole day. 

At every meeting of the board there has 
been a large number of applicants for li- 
cerses to practice pharmacy in the state,. 
but from the present indication there will 
be more this time than ever before in the 
history of the board. 

The examinations are thorough in every 
detail and no applicant who does not make 
the required average is granted a license. 
The examination is in the various branches 
of pharmacy and it requires a man of skill 
to pass.the examination successfully. 

The importance of having none but pro- 
ficient pharmacists to practice in the state 
has been long recognized by the board, 
and for this reason none but skilled men 
are granted licenses, 

The investigation of cases where phar- 
macists were suspected of practicing with- 
out a state license and where the adultera- 
tion of drugs was suspected, which was 
made with the $1,000 appropriated by the 
present legislature, resulted in the discov- 
ery that there art fifteen counties in the 
State without a single licensed pharmacist 
in them, 

After this investigation by the board it 
is necessary for these men to have licenses 


| or to obtain licensed men, and for this rea- 


son there is quite a demand for pharma- 
cists who have stood the examination and 
obtained licenses,

Last Night’s Session. 

The state board of pharmacy met in the 
Kimball house last night in executive ses- 
sion. The full board was present—Drs. §. 
Cc. Durban, chairman; Henry R. Slack, 
secretary; George F. Payne, Harry Sharp 
and John P. Turner. The chairman read 
his report showing the work done by him, 
which was highly satisfactory. The secre- 
tary made his report, snowing that a 
large amount of work had been done dur- 
ing the past few months. He made some 
very interesting statements, showing that 
there are twenty-four counties in the state 
in which there are no licensed druggists. 

Dr. J. W. Goodwyn, inspector of druga, 
made his report through the secretary. 
This showed that he had visited forty-one 
places in Georgia, including all the large 
cities. He has bought over 500 samples for 
analysis. He finds the druggists as a class 
thoroughly proficient and cealing in high 
class drugs. This he attributes largely to 
the thorough examinations and high re- 
quirements of the present state board of 
pharmacy. 

The board will meet in the finance com- 
mittee room of the capitol today at 9 a. m. 
and a large class will be examined.
